Mr. Don McUuiro started his Ulk by 
(■aylng that most of us have had some 
nligloiiH experience - Indeed, Iho rell- 
gioii.s In.stinct wa.s Haid hy *:ome high 
authorities to be a universal one 
amongst men. In following tho course 
of history through the age.s one sees 
that many great movements were rell- 
glou.'i In their origin. Hcllglon was an 
I'volullonary jnovement. Our present- 
day troubles over creeds and heresies 
were only little bubbles In the great 
river of universal religion. 

"But this was not the only l^ind of 
religion," -said Mr. .McQuIre, "There 
was another kiiiil. namely, personal 
trllglon." Sumo people, he said, 
thought religion consisted of the as- 
senting to creeds and formulae. Re- 
ligion was an entirely different thing. 
Ilellglon wa» not what we believe about 
creeils, or oven about tiod or ('lirl.st. 
It WHti the inner man. the Christ spirit 
that goe.s out in sympathy to others 
If it cannot go out in any more tan- 
gible form. It come.s down to the 
question. What kind of men are we 
in our.seives? Thl.s is where the Ciirlal 
life comes in. Do we aci ept tliat aplrlt 
and take it to ourselves? If we do. 
wlielher we believe In creeds and 
tenets of R church is of little Im- 
portance. The speaker ln?l.sleil on our 
being charitable in our Judgment of 
others, taking Into account the many 
temptations that Ihey had to with- 
stand. It was a dlfllciilt thing to live 
the Christ life, but in so tar ius we 
hold up that Ilfo before us as an Ideal 
and f trlve to live up to It, we are liv- 
ing a real t'hrlsllan life.

SIMPLIFIED SPELLING 

The "Simplified Spelling Society" held its meeting in London 
recently. Sir William Ramsay presided, and Prof. Murray, in his 
letter of regret, said he had no doubt that sooner or later the speak- 
ers of English would prove themselves strong enough to grapple 
whh the signs of decay that are in our unreformed spelling. 

Sir William Ramsay emphasized the point raised by Prof. Mur- 
ray as to the difficulties of foreigners in learning English. What he 
emphasized particularly was- that if we altered our system and made 
it reasonable, the chances were 100 to I that English would be 
adopted as the universal language. 

Dr. Wesley Mills, as a Canadian-born, who had lived in the 
United States, according to the London Times, said that "people on 
the other side of the Atlantic were ashamed not to speak well and 
that was the real difficulty. The appeal, however, on the ground of 
wasted energy,' would probably carry much weight over there," 



EDITORIAL NOTE 

President Garfield, of Williams College, has been studying 
the annual expense account of students there. He finds that, where- 
as in 1885-7, the average yearly expense was $632, in the years 
1910-12. it had grown to $927, an increase of forty per cent. Tlie 
high cost of living at Williams is, indeed, worthy of conunent.

pine timber Is to kill or damage moro 
than half of tho mature trees, accord- 
ing to findings Just announced liy the 
U.S. l-'orest Service, 

Tho studies were mndo on the Wall- 
owa and Whitman national forests in 
the Blue Mountains of eastern Ore- 
gon. Several typical stands of west- 
ern yellow pine, whero surface fires 
had recently burned, were selected. 
The region had been periodically run 
over by such fires for a long time. 
The most recently burned areas were 
carefully surveyed, and nil tho trees 
individually sttidled to find the effect 
of the fire. 

As a result of this survey the fol- 
lowing facts were verified; a surface 
fh'o fells from one to three merchant- 
nble trees piT acre, by eating out bas- 
al fire sc.'irs; It makes fire sears at 
the base of '12 per ciTit., or nearly otie- 
hllf, of nil the nuTehaiitabli' yellow 
pines; it actually burns to death more 
than 3 per cent, of the trees — that Is, 
they ore killed by tho heat of tho sur- 
face fire ul their bases. In short, 
of tho mature trre.s, more than one- 
half of the total stand sulfer more or 
less damage. 

The stands were selected to Insure 
results roprcseiitallvo uf the region,^ 
according to the Korost Service In- 
vcstigatort!, who ilr.iw the conelusiou 
that deliberate ligMl burning in such 
localities to remove brush and under- 
growth is distinctly uneconomical, 
particularly sinco siiccesslvo surface 
burnings only heUhli'ii the Injury lo 
the trees ami in.iUe it cu;nulative.
